To Believe on Christ Means 
to Receive Him 


We will take another word 
which means the same thing; per- 
haps you'll get hold of it better: 
“He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not. But as 
many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even te them that believe 
on his name.” Bear in mind, “re- 
ceived him.” That’s it, not receiv- 
ing a doctrine or a belief, but re- 
ceiving, Him. It is a person we 
must receive. 

Now, my experience is that we 


all want to have the power be-' 


fore we receive’ Christ. That is, 
we want to feel we are in Christ 
before we will receive Him. But 
we cannot love God and feel His 
presence until we have received 
Him into our hearts. It is just 
like a boy with a ball; he throws 
it to you. You must catch it be- 
fore you throw it back again. That 
is the real meaning of “believe”’ 
—it is “receive’’—receive Christ 
as yours. I don’t know any verse 
in the Bible that God has blessed 
to more souls than John 1:12. “To 
as many as received him, to them 
gave he power.” 

I don’t know any better illustra- 


tion I could have than matrimony 


for every other one doesn’t hold 
good in some points; but I think 
that is one of the best I could 
use. Some of you smile at this il- 
lustration, but the Bible uses it, 
and if God uses it in His Word, 
why should not I? In the Old 
Testament He uses it—“I am mar- 
ried unto you” (Jer. 3:14). Jesus 
Himself uses it when He speaks

of the bride in John 3:29. Paul 
uses it in his Epistles, as in Ro- 
mans 7:4, as an illustration of the 
union between Christ. and His

In II Kings 7 we read the story 
of the seige of Samaria by Ben- 
hadad and his Syrian host.

This is a brand new translation 
—not a revision—of the Bible into 
modern English. The Editor-in- 
Chief, Dr. Gerrit Verkuyl, did all 
the work on the New Testament 
section and it was published first 
in separate form back in 1945. 
For the Old Testament, a com- 
mittee of nineteen other Hebraic 
scholars joined Dr. Verkuyi in 
translating various sections and 
a number of others rendered criti- 
cal advice and assistance. 

In the main, this is a scholarly, 
trustworthy, valuable contribution 
to the evangelical religious world. 
The translation is profuse in foot-

Good Features of This 
New Version 


The treatment of deity in the 
Berkeley Version is excellent. All 
pronouns referring to God are 
capitalized. Jesus Christ is treated 
with the same respect and rever- 
ence as Jehovah, always. For ex- 
ample, the Berkeley translation of 
Romans 9:5, a sore spot in the 
Revised Standard Version, 


them in human lineage sprang the 
Christ, He who is God over all, 
blessed forever. Amen.” 


Isaiah 7:14, another  battlie- 
ground in the RSV controversy, 
is translated, “Therefore the Lord 
Himself will give you a sign: Be- 
hold, the virgm shall conceive and 
shall bear a son and shall call His 
name Immanuel.” And a footnote 
at the verse adds weight to the 
translation, stating, “The Hebrew 
term ‘aimah’ is also applied to 
Miriam at about 14 (Ex. 2:8); and 
to Rebekah, whose virginity is af- 
firmed (Gen. 24:16). The Greek 
translation made before Christ, 
has parthenos, usually rendered 
‘virgin.’”’ Another Old Testament 
reference to the virgin birth (Jer. 
31:22), obscured in the RSV, is 
preserved in the Berkeley Version, 
although a footnote here unfor- 
tunately distracts from the refer- 
ence. 

The “saint” is dropped from the 
titles of the four Gospels and they 
are introduced simply as “The 
Gospel According to Matthew,” 
etc. It is also refreshing to note 
that the last book in the Bible is 
titled properly, “The Revelatton of 
Jesus Christ,’ instead of “The 
Revelation of St. John the Divine,” 
as in the Authorized Version. And 
while the disputed passage in 
John 7:53 through 8:11 is placed 
in parenthesis, indicating doubtful 
authenticity, a footnote says, “Al- 
though 7:53-8:11 is not in older 
found manuscripts, the incident 
has such a Christlike ring to it, 
the omission of 
great loss. We accept it as a true 
report.” 

One of the delightful features 
of the translation is the modern 
English and its smooth readability. 
Readers will find Esau begging to 
“guzzle” some of Jacob’s “stew” 
(Gen. 25:30), God’s blind watch- 
men seeking to “guzzle”’ strong 
drink (Isa. 56:12), Job refusing 
to “ogle at a girl” (Job 31:1), but 
Joseph getting in trouble because 
master’s wife ogled”’ him 
(Gen. 39:7). 

This version refers to the 
“jubilated” (Lev. 9:24), those 
“loaded with loot” (Dan. 11:28) 
and who “load themselves with 
sin” (Lev. 22:9), “certain good- 
for-nothing, neer-do-wells” (II 
Chron. 13:7), those who .“wither 
and fade like the marshmallow” 
(Job 24:24), some who “twitted” 
(Matt. 27:41) and “hooted” (Acts 
22:24), those whose “knees knock 
against each other’ (Dan. 5:6), 
those who “comfort with hot air’ 
(Zech. 10:2), and those who “look 
so woebegone” (Gen. 40:7). It 
-speaks of those who “claiming to 
be smart, they played the fool’ 
(Rom. 1:22); of “the world’s low- 
born and contemptibles and no- 
bodies” (I Cor. 1:28), of the “self- 
opinionated” and of “partial ob- 
tuseness” (Rom.

Once to Every Man... 


One of the most solemn state- 
ments in the Bible is recorded in 
Hebrews 9:27: “. . . it is appointed 
unto man once to die... .” The 
Grim Reaper is no respecter of 
persons, and presidents, kings, dic- 
tators, celebrities and billionairies 
are on an absolute equality with 
paupers, panhandlers, bartenders, 
bootleggers and other down-and- 
outers. 


Some months ago, while on a 
Latin American tour, the glamor- 
ous movie queen, Marlene Dietrich, 
was asked the question at a press 
conference, “What do you fear 
most?” 

The most publicized grandmoth- 
er in the world réplied in one 
word: “Death!” 

Yet Miss Dietrich, Hollywood 
celebrity that she is, has an ap- 
pointment with death that may 
take place at any moment. The 
past year gives mute evidence of 
this truth since many of Holly- 
wood’s biggest names kept their 
appointment with the Death Angel 
in 1959. : 

Wayne Morris was one of them. 
When his doctor warned him 
that “he would have to cut down 
on eating and drinking and do 
more exercise” or expect a heart 
attack, he replied: “If I drop dead, 
I drop dead.’ Within six months 
he dropped dead! 

Three days earlier, Paul Doug- 
las, who had five or six wives— 
the exact count slips me at the 
moment—kept his appointment 
with death. Douglas was only 52 
years old, but Morris, at 45, was 
even younger. 

Errol Flynn, called by the press 
“Hollywood’s most famous liber- 
tine,” left this life very suddenly 
to meet the God in whose face 
he had laughed for nearly half 
a century. Other “big names” who 
died in 1959 included Ethel Barry- 
more, Cecil B. DeMille, Victor Mc- 
Laglen, Edmund Gwenn, Lou Cos- 
tello, Kay Kendall, Preston Sturg- 
es, Mario Lanza and Charles Vi- 
dor. In addition, George Reeves, 
better known as Superman, killed 
himself, and Carl (Alfalfa) Switzer 
was murdered during an argu- 
ment. 

While on the subject of death, 
althqugh it took place well over 
a year ago, I had a clipping on 
hand that I had planned for some 
time to use. It had to do with one 
of the-four husbands “owned” by 
Elizabeth Taylor during the last 
decade, Mike Todd, a man who 
got his start running “back alley 
crap games on the West Side” of 
Chicago. At the time of his sud- 
den death in a plane accident, the 
vice-president of Todd’s vast the- 
atrical empire, William Doll, said: 
“But he never talked about dy- 
ing. He wasn’t the kind who 
thought about death. He was too 
busy living.” What a tragedy!

A Right Start 
How smart is the _ average 
American? 


Twat all depends on what is 
meant by “smart,” of course, but 
if by intelligence you are think- 
ing of education, we are not very 
wise! Did you know that the aver- 
age schooling of today’s American 
runs to only 10.8 years and even 
by 1980 it is expected to be a 
mere 12 years? At the present 
time, only 7.3 per cent of our 
population twenty years and over 
are college graduates. Not only so, 
but approximately only four out 
of every ten who are 15 years 
and over are high school gradu- 
ates. 


Fortunately, the trend is toward 
more and more education, and 
while America had but 38 miilion 
high school graduates in 1950 and 
has only 52 million at the present 
time, by 1970 there will be 70 
million scattered throughout our 
land. 


Yet one must not forget that 
“the fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of knowledge” (Prov. 1:7), 
and the ones who are described 
with the words, “they hated knowl- 


edge” are those who “did nof 
choose the fear of the Lord” 
(Prov. 1:29). 


The average American makes 
certain that. his children attend 
school faithfully. It doesn’t make 
any difference whether junior 
wants to go to school or not, he 
goes! Yet literally hundreds of 
parents have told me they did not 
want to force their children to at- 
tend Sunday School against their 
will, saying that they felt it would 
do more harm than good. If they 
failed to show more intelligence 
than that about secular education, 
the public schools would fold up 
and our nation would deteriorate 
into a conglomeration of illiterates 
within two generations! 

Yet which is more important, a 
secular education or a _ spiritual 
one? According to the above quot- 
ed Word of God, education has not 
even begun which ignores God and 
the Bible. The man with an 
earned Ph. D. stands, in com- 
parison, as an ‘ignoramous if he has 
neglected the study of the sacred 
Scriptures. As ex-President of the 
United States, Teddy Roosevelt, 
expressed it: “If a man is not 
familiar with the Bible, he has 
suffered a loss which he had bet- 
ter make all possible haste to 
correct.” And Robert E. Lee, the 
South’s most honored statesman, 
said: “The Bible is a Book, in 
comparison with which all others 
in my eyes are of minor im- 
portance... .” 

I do not want any reader to 
misconstrue the purpose of these 
remarks as being an appeal for 
parents to send their children toe 
Sunday School. I mean them as

Missionary Wins 
Souls in Japan 


“I have been busy in evange- 
listic work for the past few 
months, some of which you will 
read about in my prayer letter. 
During the Christmas season, I 
was in 12 meetings in four towns 
and five villages in Nagano Pre- 
fecture within a radius of about 
15 miles or so from where you 
preached for me in the tent meet- 
ings at Saku Hozumi that night. 


“Brother Takei, your grandson 
in the faith, lives in the village 


where the old grandfather who; 


came down the mountain to hear 
you lived. The family there gave 
Brother Takei a small house to 
live in; he has made it into his 
church and holds weekly meetings 
there and in several other villages 
and towns out from there. He is 
really filled with the joy of the 
Lord. I stayed there with the 
grandfather’s family, and Brother 
Takei and I went out to hold 
meetings in various villages and 
towns near there—some that are 
virtually unreached with the Gos- 
pel, and would be but for his work. 


“A university student whom I 
met on a train when returning 
from an evangelistic trip in the 
fall and whom I took to church 
with me and who later accepted 


the Lord went along to help, and| 7 
really proved very useful in the; 


work. We passed out Christmas 
tracts printed by the Word of Life 
Press, announced the meetings 
with my portable loud speaker set 
developed by Dr. Fred Jarvis, and 
brought gospel messages and 
showed slides on the _ creation, 
man’s departure into sin and 
idolatry, God’s sending His Son 
into the world to go to the cross 
and suffer for sins of all, and 
Christ’s resurrection and ascen- 
sion. Hundreds attended, many 
hearing the Gospel for the first 
time. A number remained after- 
wards; in one of the meetings, 
17 professed acceptance of Christ. 
Brother Takei will be following 
this work up.

Please pray for this 
work in this needy area of Nagano 
Prefecture. These two men are 
the only ones preaching the Gospel 
in that particular area where 
I -understand over 80,000 people 
live, and many more’ than that if 
unreached areas just beyond are 
included. I go up from time to 
time to help in the work there. 


“During the holiday I heard 
from a number of people I’ve had 
the opportunity of leading to 
Christ here. One, a man who was 
the interpreter for the police de- 
partment in Karuizawa while I 
was studying the language there— 
one of my first converts in Japan; 
he’s a pastor and Christian pub- 
lisher about 350 miles southwest 
of Tokyo now; another was a 
young man I first met in a serv- 
ice at a TB sanatorium about 6 
years ago; he later came to visit 
me when he was well, took his 
pastoral training, and is now a 
pastor of a church about 150 
miles from here. Another, a young 
lady who is a senior at the Japan 
Christian College now; she will 


be going out to serve the Lord|- 


this spring. She was working in 
her father’s bicycle store where 
I had a flat fixed one day. She 
later came to hear more about 
Christ and accepted the Lord; she 
was one of our most faithful soul 
winners.

Broadcast Engineers in June 


The  radio-television training 
program of Bob Jones University 
will reach a significant milestone 
June 1 with the graduation of the 
first students concentrating in 
engineering. For a number of 
years the University has offered 
a major in radio-television with 
concentrations in speech or /pro- 
duction. Two years ago additional 
technical courses were included in 
the curriculum to comprise a third 
concentration — broadcast engi- 
neering. 


Students in this phase of broad- 
casting are trained in the installa- 
tion and maintenance of radio 
equipment. This includes airborne 
and ground communications, 
standard AM and. FM broadcast 
stations, and mobile units. Empha- 
sis is placed on the upkeep and 
operation of all types of power 
supplies. With the rigors of the 
mission field in mind, the student 
is taught to improvise where 
necessary, and much stress is laid 
on emergency procedures. 


~ The engineering portion of the 
radio-television curriculum  con- 
sists of four basic courses. The 
first two are a study of the fun- 
damentals of electronics, the next 
deals with radio theory, and the 
fourth crystallizes the theory into 
practice. In addition, a course in

And, by way of 
explanation when Paul says, in 
I Corinthians 7:12, “to the rest J 
would suggest, but not as the 
Lord’s command,’ the footnote 
rightly says, “Paul does not dis- 
claim inspiration here, but direct 
command of Christ.” 


Some Footnotes Reflect 
on Inspiration 

However, not all the footnotes 
are fully reliable. It is naturally 
to be expected that when human 
‘hands, apart from divine inspira- 
tion, place notes in a. text, they 
will not be perfect. Yet some of 
them so seriously reflect on bib- 
lical inspiration that it can only 
be hoped the footnotes will be 
altered in subsequent editions. 
The editors and publishers do be- 
lieve strongly in_irnSpiration so you 
may be sure that the reflections 
are not intended, but they are 
there nonetheless. 

For example, when the psalmist 
says, in Psalm 107:17, “Some de- 
veloped illness because of their 
wicked ways and were afflicted on 
account of sin,’ a footnote reads, 
“In Israel it was the common be- 
lief that sickness was due to sin. 
This concept runs through many 
psalms. In good part, the Book 
of Job) was written to dispel this 
view, but the notion was deep 
seated and was scarcely shaken.” 
This footnote says in effect that 
the psalmist made a mistake due 
to the “commen belief” of his day 
and that even though the Book 
of Job had been written to “dis- 
pel” this “notion,” it was so “deep 
seated” that it was “scarcely 
shaken.” . 

The same error is continued in 
a footnote at John 9:2, stating, 
“Ultimately all suffering is due 
to sin, including that of Christ on 
the cross for our sin. But. from 
Job we know we must not judge 
back from suffering to particular 
sins; nor do we trace it to a 
previous existence.” But many 
physical plagues in Old Testament 
times were due to specific sins, 
such as the judgment upon Israel 
when David numbered the people. 
Too, it was a result of specific 
sins that Paul told the Corinthian 
Christians, “For this reason many 
among you are invalid and sickly, 
and quite a mumber have fallen

asleep” (I Cor. 11:30, Berkeley 
Version). Was Paul mistaken? Did 
he have such a “deep seated” and 
strong “notion” about this “view” 
that it caused him to “judge back”’ 
and wrongly conclude they were 
“suffering” from “particular 
sins’? Or did he write accurately 
and truly about the matter with 
words “which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth” (I Cor. 2:13)? The lat- 
ter is absolutely true! 


Another reflection on inspiration 
is found at Psalm 14:3, relative 
to the psalmist’s declaration that 
there “is none who does good, not 
even One.” A footnote explains, 
“In keeping with the thought of 
Ps. 12:1; also of Elijah when it 
seemed to him that all had for- 
saken God.” But the psalmist was 
right, not wrong. It did not just 
“seem to him” that “there is none 
who does good, not even one.” 
Paul quoted it as truth in Romans 
3 and the Saviour declared the 
same in Matthew 19:17. 

One wonders why the’ footnote 
following the statement of Isaiah 
40:22, “He who sits above the 
circle of the earth” says, “Sug- 
gested, probably, by skies and 
horizon.” The Hebrew word, 
“khug,” means literally, “round- 
ness,” and the verse is a tre- 
mendous statement of science de- 
manding inspiration. The footnote 
tones down.a supernatural revela- 
tion and places it in the category 
of mere human observatien. 

The common fallacy that God 
had to have help in getting an ac- 
curate record written for our Bi- 
ble found its way into a footnote 
at Genesis 50:25. It reads, “Joseph 
remained a Hebrew at heart and 
a worshiper of the true God. He 
seems the best qualified Israelite 
before Moses to have gathered up 
the Genesis incidents and teach- 
ings, af which Moses could make 
use for the composition of Gene- 
sis. Joseph had time and ability 
for it, and as a boy had heard 
Isaac and Jacob review vital 
events told in Genesis.” How much 
better is Peter’s explanation, 
“Knowing this first, that no proph- 
ecy of the scripture is of any pri- 
vate interpretation. For the proph- 
ecy came not in old time by the 
will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost” (II Peter 1:20, 21). 

By the same token, the transla- 
tion of Luke 1:3 is very poor and 
unacceptable, stating, along with 
the first two verses, “Now that 
many have put their hamds to the 
composition of a narratwe regard- 
ing the events that have certainly 
taken place among us, transmitted 
as they are to us by those who 
were from the first eyewitnesses 
and attendants of the Word, it 
seemed fitting for me as well, 
since I was accurately acquainted 
with everything from its. imcep- 
tion, to write you in orderly fash- 
ion, most excellent Theophilus.” 
But Luke was not writing from 
the standpoint of being “‘accurate- 
ly acquainted with everything 
from its inception.” He was writ- 
ing as one who had received “per- 
fect understanding” of the facts 
“from above.” The words “from 
its inception” are translated from 
the Greek word, “anothem,’ mean- 
ing “from above” and is thus 
translated even in the Berkeley 
Version in John 3:31; 19:11; 
James 1:17; 3:15 and 3:17. As 
Scofield says, “The use by Luke 
of anothen is an affirmation that 
his knowledge of those things. de- 
rived from those who had been 
eye-witnesses from the beginning, 
was confirmed by revelation.” 


Poor Translations 


This reviewer noted a number 
of places in reading the version 
carefully in its entirety where the 
translation. was faulty and unac- 
ceptable. om 

For example, Ephesians 5:25, 
26-teaches baptismal regeneration, 
stating, “You husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ loved the 
church and gave Himself for her, 
in order that. by cleansing her 
according to the word of promise 
in the baptismal water, He may 
sanctify her.’ Incidently, a foot- 
note at John 3:5 says, ‘Water for 
repentance, our part; Spirit for 
new birth, God’s part,” a most un- 
usual interpretation, to say the 
least, and one this reviewer does 
not agree with even slightly. Wa- 
ter is not a symbol] elsewhere of 
repentance; why. should it be 
here? 2%

Genesis 6:3 is translated, “Then 
the Lord said, My Spirit shall not 
forever remain in man since he 
has gone ‘astray; he is flesh, I 
will allow him another 120 years,” 
which is. considerably different 
than the Authorized  Version’s 
statement: “Amd the Lord said, 
My spirit shall not always strive 
with man, for that he also is flesh: 
yet his days shall be an hundred 
and twenty years.” There is a 
world of difference between God's 
Spirit abiding in a. sinful man 
whose “every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually” (vs. 5, A. V.) 
and striving with him! 

Proverbs 11:30 is_ translated, 
“The fruit of the righteous is a 
tree of life, and a wise man wins 
friends.” There is quite a differ- 
ence between winning friends and 
winning souls, as the Authorized 
Version reads. One wonders even 
more why the change when a foot- 
note admits, “Lit. ‘takes souls.’ ”’ 


An unfortunate rendering is also 
found in Daniel 3:25 which makes 
the companion of the three Heb- 
rew children in the fiery furnace 
simply “a son of the gods.” Ad- 
mittedly the Chaldaic allows this, 
but just as admittedly it was in 
reality, as the Authorized Version 


properly states it, “the Son of 
God”! 
A feature in the translation 


which I found repulsive was the 
repeated use of the word “an- 
nihilated.” The average person 
takes this to mean “ceasing to 
exist,” something entirely foreign 
to the Scriptures and a term that 
suits the “Jehovah’s Witnesses,” 
the Seventh-Day Adventists and 
kindred cults altogether too well. 
And one wonders why most of 
Leviticus 25:10 was put in capital 
letters simply because, as a foot- 
noté explains, “The capitalized 
clause is cast around the rim of 
our Liberty Bell.” This seems to 
be a very foolish reason for capi-| 
talizing the words in the Bible. 


Other Faulty Footnotes 


Most fundamentalists who be- 
lieve in a literal fire in Hell will 
not like the way the fire has been 
banked in this translation. A foot- 
note following the statement of 
Matthew .13:42, “shall cast them 
into the fiery furnace,’ says, 
“Evil spirits share this punish- 
ment which, therefore, is not of 
a physical but of a spiritual na- 
ture—absence from God; enforced 
fellowship with evil spirits; an 
atmosphere of hate and bitterness, 
with no tendency to repent.” In- 
cidently, Heaven and Hell are not 
treated as proper nouns in this 
translation. They have not been 
capitalized which is the equivalent 
of spelling our leading cities as 
new york, chicago and los angeles. 
True, it has long been the habit 
to spell these words with the 
lower case, but proper understand- 
ing for readers is more important 
than being mere creatures of cus- 
tom.* 

One of the most objectionable 
footnotes in the entire transla- 
tion is at Daniel 9;27 and there a 
footnote takes what is an obvious 
reference to the coming antichrist 
and applies it to the Son of God! 
Incidently, the. pronouns in the 
verse are capitalized, too, indi- 
cating deity! Yet this should not 
be teo surprising since all the 
prophetic footnotes in the Berke- 
ley Version show an anhti-premil- 
lennial and a pro-amillennial bias. 
Readers will certainly find them a 
far cry from the: notes found in 
the Scofield Reference Bible. 

One further objection to the 
notes is that they teach a Friday 
crucifixion in all four Gospels, 
| something not believed by the vast 
majority - of ‘ fundamentalists, 
among which this reviewer ad- 
mittedly is one. 

No translation is perfect and 
the Berkeley Version is not. How- 
ever, it will be a welcome addi- 
tion to a preacher’s library and 
many laymen will benefit from 
its smooth style and easy read- 
ability. No doubt some corrections 
will! be made in subsequent edi- 
tions, and it is hoped here that the 
references reflecting on inspira- 
tion will be changed, even if noth- 
ing else is. 

*Since writing the above the re- 
viewer noted a front-page article 
in the Detroit Free Press*in which 
the word “Hell” was used several 
times. Every time it was capital- 
ized. It seems strange-that a daily 
newspaper will recognize Hell as 
a place, giving it proper treat- 


ment as a proper noun, yet a Bi- 
le translation will not.

_ It seems to us that some new 
emphases should be laid these days 
on some old doctrines. One we 
have in mind just now is the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Bible. 

Time was when orthodox Chris- 
tians differed little in their defi- 
nition of the term. It meant simply 
that in the original writings of 
Scripture, the words were God- 
breathed, the writers speaking as 
they were moved, by the Holy 
Spirit (II Tim. 3:16; I Pet. 1:21). 

Lately, however, as we have read 
what some fellow Christians have 
said, we have wondered if in talk- 
ing about verbal inspiration we 
are talking about the same ‘thing. 
Whereas once it meant unequivo- 
cally that the words were inspired, 
now it means the larger concepts, 
the underlying principles, or even 
the over-all subjects of the Bible. 

Perhaps this drift explains the 
dearth of expository preaching to- 
day. In the revival under Nehe- 
miah, the prophet Nehemiah “read 
in the book in the law of God 
distinctly, and gave the sense.” It 
seems a Shame to us to be able 
to walk into a_ Bible-believing 
church and not have cause to con- 
tinually refer to the Book. 

We wonder if we are not in 
danger of surrendering a -precious 
heritage. Plain people need to read 
and hear the plain doctrines of 
Scripture, given not in the lan- 
guage of theology or philosophy 
or psychology or sociology, but in 
the words of Scripture itself. 

The common people heard Christ 
gladly. He had a message to give, 
and He gave it to them in the 
language they understood. Is He 
not a good enough example to fol- 
low? Two millennia have not 
changed men. They still need to 
be reconciled to God, and’to have 
the Life of God indwelling them 
and impowering them. The Bible 
is God’s Book to tell them how 
to get it—in their own language. 

It’s a Book of words. “God spake 
all these words” (Ex. 20:1). “T 
have put my words in thy mouth” 
(Isa. 51:16). “Thy words were 
found and I did eat them; and thy 
words became to me the joy and

rejoicing of my heart” (Jer. 15: 
16). “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away’ (Matt. 24:35). Examples 
like these abound throughout the 
Scriptures. 


Let’s keep to the words. The day 
may come, and perhaps now is, 
when “the Lord God... will send 
a famine in the land, not a famine 
of bread, nor a thirst for water, 
but of hearing the words of the 
Lord” (Amos 8:11).

You don’t 
have to give up anything—you 
have simply to receive; and when 
you have received Christ, every- 
thing else vanishes away pretty 
quickly. Christ fills you, so that 
you don’t feel these things to be 
worth a thought. When a woman 
marries a man, it is generally 
love that prompts her. If any one 
is here that really loves a man, 
is she thinking of how much she 
will have to give? No; that 
wouldn’t be love.. Love doesn’t 
feed upon itself, it feeds upon the 
person whois loved. It is not by 
looking at what you will have to 
give up but by looking at what 
you will receive that you will be 
enabled to accept the Saviour. 
What is He willing to be to you, 
if you will have Him? Won’t you 
be made heirs of Heaven, joint- 
heirs with Christ, to reign with 
Him forever and ever, to be His, 
to be with Him where He is, to 
be what He is?

No man ever re- 
gretted receiving Christ; but I 
have heard thousands who have 
been. followers of the Devil, and 
have regretted it bitterly. And I 
notice that it is always the most 
faithful followers of the Devil who 
regret it most. 

Now, another case—Ruth and 
Orpah. Many are like these two 
young widows.

she stops, and turns round for a 
last look. And Naomi says to 
Ruth, “Behold, thy sister-in-law is 
gone ‘back to her people, and unto 
her gods; return thou after thy 
sister-in-law.” What does Ruth 
Say? “Entreat me not to leave 
thee, or to return from following 
after thee; for whither thou goest, 
I will go; and where thou lodgest 
I will lodge; thy people shall be’ 
my people, and thy God my God.” 
Her choice was made. . Poverty 
here or suffering and want yon- 
der, she would share Naomi’s lot. 


Orpah loved Naomi, but not 
enough to leave all for her; while 
Ruth loved her mother-in-law so 
much that the leaving of her peo- 
ple seemed nothing to her. Oh, 
may God draw out all your hearts, 
so that you may leave all and fol- 
low Him! We never hear any 
more of Orpah; the curtain falls 
upon her life. Perhaps she died 
away up in -the mountains of 
Moab, without God and without 
hope. But how different with 
Ruth! She becomes famous in his- 
tory; she is one of the few women 
whose names have come along 
down the roll of ages; and she is 
brought into the royal line of 
Heaven. I have an idea that God 
blessed her for that decision.

I'll take another word. I have 
been speaking of “receive”; the 
next word I want your attention 
to is “trusting.” Many get hold of 
that when they cannot get hold 
of “believe” or “receive.” You all 
know what it is to trust.

I don't 
know why thousands should not 
do that here tonight. If you are 
ever to be saved, why not now? 

But another point you must re- 
member—salvation is a free gift, 
and it is a free gift for all.

Well, suppose I took the penny; 
the man takes up the Bible, and 
marches away home with it. His 
wife says, “Where did you get 
that Bible?” “Oh, I bought it.” 
Mark the point; when he gives the 
penny it ceases to be a gift. So 
with salvation. If you were to pay 
ever so little, it would not be a 
gift. - 

Man is always trying to do 
something. This miserable word 
“try” is keeping thousands out of 
Heaven. When I hear men speak 
of “trying,” I generally tell them 
it is the way down to death and 
Hell. I believe more souls are lost 
through “trying” than any other 
way. You have often tried, and as 
often failed; and as long as you 
keep trying you will fail. Drop 
that word, then, and take. as your 
sure foothold for eternity, “trust.” 
“Though “he slay me, yet will I 
trust him”; that is the right kind 
of trust. Would to God that you 
would all say, “I will trust Him 
now, tonight.” Did you ever hear 
of any one going down to Hell 
trusting in Jesus? I never did. 
This very night, if you commit 
yourself to Him, the battle will 
be over. 

You complain you don’t feel bet- 
ter. Well, remember, the child 
must be born before it can be 
taught. So we cannot learn of God 
until we receive Him. We must 
be born—born again—ere we can 
feel. Christ must be in us the 
hope of glory. How can He be in 
us if we don’t receive Him and 
trust Him? 

Another verse on which I feel 
that I rest my own salvation is 
John 5:24. I trust God will write 
it on your hearts, and burn it 
down into your souls. “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, he .that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life.”” Thank God for that 
“hath.” 

I had a few men in the inquiry 
room one night who could not find 
peace. I said, “Do you believe the 
Bible?”’

Turn up John 5:24.” They turned 
it up.

What right 
havé you to cut a verse in two, 
and say you believe the one half 
but not the other? It plainly says 
that he who believes “hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” Why, if you 
believe God’s words, you can say, 
“T have passed from darkness in- 
to light.”” Just by resting on. that 
one little word in the present 
tense we may have “assurance”’ 
now. We don’t need to wait till 
we die, and till the great day of 
judgment, to find it out.

It is not inconceivable that in 
a Roman Catholic dominated 
America, all Protestant schools, 
including seminaries and colleges, 
would be closed and all public 
schools would be controlled by 
Rome at public expense. We have 
to look no further than to Colom- 
bia, South America, or to Spain 
in order to discover that, the 
Vatican has a vicious attitude 
toward Protestant schools. 


How Will Your Vote for Ro- 
man Catholicism Affect 
Evangelistic Campaigns? 

Is it unlikely that gifted men of 
God could hold city-wide Evan- 
gelistic Campaigns in America if 
Romanism gained the upper hand 
in our Government? Is it improb- 
able that “The Old Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour,” “The Hour of De- 
cision” and-the many other nation- 
wide Gospel broadcasts would con- 
tinue unhindered if Roman Cathol- 
icism became the dominating 
power in U.S.A.?

Will Your Vote for Catholi- 
cism Degrade American 
“Morals? 


The moral laxity of Roman 
Catholic controlled countries is 
quite notorious. Where the Protes- 
tant church has consistently taken 
her stand = against gambling, 
liquor intoxication and sexual im- 
morality, the Roman Catholic 
Church has: often winked at it 
and in some cases even promoted 
these sins. The Roman Catholic 
Church has had no small share in 
the prosperity, of the liquor indus- 
tries and of various forms of 
gambling. 

Not a few countries in which 
she is considered the State church 
derive huge amounts of income 
from her national lotteries. Bingo 
is practised unabashedly in her 
churches here in the U. S. A. 
wherever State law permits. 

It is an admitted fact and veri- 
fied by statistics, that crime and 
juvenile delinquency are higher in 
countries or even communities 
heavily populated by Roman Cath- 
olics — than in similar Protes- 
tant areas. 

The moral laxity of Catholic 
clergy and laity is not surprising 
when, one studies the history of 
the Vatican. The immoral be- 
havior of so many of her 263 popes 
was certainly not Christian. In 
the light of the nepotism, heresy, 
simony, forgery, drunkenness, sex- 
ual immorality and outright mur- 
ders which have spotted the pages 
of Vatican history, is it little 
wonder that Rome’s followers find 
it difficult to become too serious 


about maintaining high moral 
standards? 
It is interesting to note that 


Romanism’s so-called ‘Apostolic 
Succession’ had at least fifty dif- 
ferent periods in which two popes 
claimed to be the legitimate pope 
at the same time. In a few cases 
there were three reigning popes 
making their claims to papal auth- 
ority simultaneously. 


A devout Catholic’s faith in his 
church’s claim of papal infallibility 
could. be rapidly destroyed by the 
simple reading of Romanism’s own 
history of her popés. On this sub- 
ject, Mr. Harry Borleis has made 
a tremendous contribution toward 
the enlightenment of both Cath- 
olics and Protestants in his book 
entitled, The Pope Speaks, ptb-

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book the author has laboriously 
compiled a mass ot authoritative 
material from two official Catholic 
sources, namely: The Catholic En- 
cyclopedia and A Practical Com- 
mentary on the Code of Canon 
Law, 33 

According to these source books 
there are many popes listed about 
whom there is no record of. their 
acts. On the other hand, the 
recorded behaviour of some of 
them reads like a juvenile delin- 
quency list.. One early pope is 
described as ignorant and illiter- 
ate, another attempted suicide, | 
and yet another worshipped pagan 
gods. At least five of the popes 
were guilty of outright murder 
and several others were them- 
selves excommunicated. Some of 
these papal dignitaries were 
claimed as legitimate popes at one 
time, only to be denounced as 
antipopes later. 


More Questions 

Many are the questions which’ 
could be asked by the thoughtful 
student’ of present-day political 
trends. Should a Roman Catholic 
be elected to the presidency of 
the United States, it would be 
only natural to be concerned 
about the freedom of the press 
and freedom of speech. Mr. C. 
Stanley Lowell has suggested — 
would this mean “a daily circus 
of priests and nuns parading in 
full regalia in and out of the 
White House to the accompani- 


ment of endless, photos on the 
front pages, the back pages and 
the middle pages of our news- 
papers and national magazines?” 
We have not forgotten the exten- 
sive coverage given by the secular 
press to the death of the ex- 
pope and the coronation of the 
present pope. 

What about T. V.? Will Chr 
cago’s refusal to show the Martin 
Luther story become a_ habit? 
Will the various branches of our 
Armed. Forces .be. .dedieated to 
man-made Roman Catholic saints?’ 
Will our hospitals be built by tax 
| mpney and controlled by Roman 


Catholic priests? Will our .huge. 


foreign-aid contributions: be pour- 
ed into Roman’ Catholic _ coffers 
in distant lands?» Will you -have 


freedom of conscience to worship’ 


God after the dictates of. your

The Lord is particularly talk- 
ing about healing here. So let us 
just face it honestly that “man 
that is born of woman is of few 
days and full of trouble” (Job 
14:1). And again, “Man is born 
to trouble as the sparks fly up- 
ward” (Job 5:7). 

When Adam and Eve ate of the 
fruit of that forbidden tree in the 
Garden of Eden, then death passed 
on all the men in the world. So 
the curse of sickness is inherited 
by every human being. 

Now keep this in mind when 
you read about healing in the 
Bible: we are a fallen race, with a 
curse on our bodies. So we had 
as well expect sickness. 

The Lord Jesus didn’t say that 
now He would so change human 
nature to be different, and since 
Jesus died, then there would be no 
more sickness and trouble. There 
will come a time for that, but not 
yet. There will come a time when 
there will’ be no more sin, but 
not yet. There will come a time 
when there will be no more of 
the frailities and the punishment 
and the curse that results from 
sin, but not yet. Not until sin is 
finished and the last enemy to be 
destroyed is death. 

Job had great trouble and cried 
to God. In due season God healed 
him but it was not immediately 
the will of God to heal him. But 
later Job died. 

Count other prophets who suf- 
fered affliction. But no matter 


how great the man of God, event-| 


ually he died. 

There was Paul, who was closest 
of all New Testament Christians 
to the understanding of the will 
of God and surrendered to the will 
of God. He died daily and even- 
tually he died literally. Yet Paul 
had a thorn in the flesh he could 
not get removed. God had a good 
reason for it. “And lest 3} should 
be exalted above measure through 
the abundance of the revelations, 
there was given to me a thorn 
in the flesh” (II Cor. 12:7). Paul 
besought the Lord earnestly three 
times, but God told him, “Paul, 
I want you to keep that thorn. 
You are better for me. You will 
have my strength if you keep that 
thorn.” So God teaches here it 
is often wise for people to be sick. 

It isn’t always God’s will to 
heal. Sometimes He wants to keep 
you humble. Other times He 
wants you to learn some sense. 
Sometimes He wants you to re- 
pent of your sins. And again He 
wants to show that the Lord is 
pitiful and of tender mercy, -and 
He can be near in time of trouble. 
Often it is better to be sick and 
have God prove His care than 
to be well and miss God’s comfort 
and care. 

Paul wrote Timothy in I Timo- 
thy 5:23, “Timothy, use a little 
wine for thy stomach’s sake... ” 
Wine was evidently fruit juice. It 
could be fermented juice but not 
necessarily so. Let’s say fruit 
juice and vitamins. “Use a little 
wine for thy stomach’s sake and 
thine often infirmities.” 

Paul, why don’t you just pray 
for._Timothy and he will not be 
sick any more? Well, that isn’t 
God’s plan. Timothy often had 
infirmities and so he needed to 
guard himself and watch his diet, 
the proper and right way to deal 
with his health. God did not intend 
bodily perfection in this world. 
It was not true about Timothy. 

Then Paul wrote in II Timothy 
4:20, “Trophimus have I left at 
Miletum sick.” Left him sick? 
Why didn’t you heal him, Paul? 
It is not always God’s will to heal 
the sick. Sometimes it is God’s 
will for a Christian to suffer and 
for a season to glorify God in 
sickness.

Healing in the Atonement 
Along With Resurrection 
Bodies But Not for 
the Present 


Somebody asks, ‘““Wasn’t healing 
in the atonement?” Yes, I think 
so. In the same sense that com- 
pletes our resurrection body and 
all the perfection of the resur- 
rection body is in the atonement. 
But we have not yet entered into 
all of that, 


We learn in Romans the eighth 
chapter that the whole creation 
groans together in pain in travail, 
“waiting for the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body” (vs. 
23). One of these days the curse 
of sin will be removed from this 
body and one day there will be no 
more gray hair, no more bones 
that are too calcified, no more 
halting in the step, no more weak- 
ness in the eyes and need for 
glasses. 


One day, thank God, all that 
Jesus paid for will be given to 
us. Though it is now paid for 
and it is our inheritance, it is 
not yet our possession. Perfection 
and perfect health in the body are 
not yet ours. It is in the atoning 
blood and thank God it is coming, 
just like the resurrection body of 
which it- is a part, but it isn’t 
ours yet. God can heal the sick 
and it is often His will to do so, 
but not always. 


That means, then, that all heal- 
ing now is temporary and relative. 
I am going to speak in a moment 
on the very clear, blessed teaching 
that God heals the sick, but I 
want you to know that when God 
iheals the sick it is still only 
‘temporary: you will get sick again. 


| God raised Lazarus from the 
|dead, but he died again. Jesus put 
\His hands on many and healed 
|them when He was here in the 
flesh, but they died again; they 
are not still living. You remember 
.the widow’s son at Nain. Jesus 
\looked and’ had compassion 
that brokenhearted widow 


and 


‘raised the boy from the dead and | 


/gave him to his mother’s arms. 
| But there came a time when the 
'mother died and the boy died, too.

False Doctrine Often Taught 
By “Divine Healers” 

Oh, somebody said, “I am per- 
fectly well.” No, you may not_be. 
You have a filling in some tooth 
or you have dandruff, or you have 
a sore toe, or you have something 
else the matter with you. You are 
not perfectly well. Perhaps you 
can't eat onions or something else 
—you taste them all day. You 


on | 


are not perfectly well. All health 
is relative now but one good day, 
bless God, when we are made in 
the perfect likeness of Jesus 
Christ there will be the perfect 
healing which we cannot ~have 
now. 

Now I ought to say also, there 
is a great deal of false doctrine 
about healing. Is it wrong to have 
doctors and medicine? The Bible 
doesn’t say so. God made medicine. 
God made the kind of food that is 
good for us. And God provided 
the vitamins that are good for 
us. And so it is not wrong to take 
medicine, neither is it wrong to 
have doctors. It is wrong to put 
doctors before God. It is right 
to call on God before you call 
on the doctors. It is right to give 
God the credit when you get well. 
But God uses human means to 
save souls, to help the poor, to 
get out the Gospel, and God uses 


human means to heal the body, 


too. So it is not wrong to have 
doctors and medicines. 

People sometimes say it is al- 
ways the will of God to heal the 
sick. They say one ought never 
pray, “If it be Thy will, heal me.” 
But they speak presumptuously 
when they say that, for the Bible 
says nothing of the kind. 

I knew a man who taught wide- 
ly that it was always the will 
of God to heal the sick. But it 
turned out that later he had great 
sickness and spent much time in 
the hospital. 

I knew a woman preacher who

Sin brings sickness and there 
is sickness -in'-the human body, 
and as long as we are in this 
flesh, we are going to be subject 
to sickness, 

Down in Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see, a man says fever made his 
hair .come out. He lost his hair. 
_.ie advertises, “If you didn’t lose 
yours by fever, I can grow hair.” 
Well, I wouldn’t Have’ a fellow 
trying to grow my hair who. is 
bald-headed himself! Frail “heal- 
ers’ who themselves get sick and 
die cannot be trusted to guaran- 
tee healing for others. 

The plain truth is that some 
people are going to be bald-head- 
ed until the rapture. Some people 
will wear glasses until the rap- 
ture. Others will have~to watch 
their diet and eat serisibly until 
Jesus comes, or they will have 
heart trouble and other ailments 
that come from being too fat. 
Sickness and affliction are the 
part of sinful men and ase’ ofteh 
the will of God. They often do 
great good and can be for the 
glory of God if we let sickness 
have its perfect work. So the Lord 
said, “Remember the patience of 
Job and the end of the Lord fs 
pitiful and of tender mercy” and 
remember the prophets who suf- 
fered affliction. 


But the Compassionate Heart 
of Christ Loves to Heal 


Yet the Christian is invited to 
pray in. the matter of sickness. 
And that is wonderful and good. 
You know why we are invited 
to pray? The Lord says, “Is an 
sick among- you? let him @all 
for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him anointing 
him with oil in the name of the 
Lord: And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lorll 
shall raise him up; and if he have 
committed sins, they shall be for- 
given him” (James 5:14, 15). 

Well, first of all, it is often the 
will of God to heal the sick. I will 
say more than that: it is usually 
the will of God to heal the sick. 
Now I can prove that very easily. 
How many here were ever sick, 
then got well? Hold your hand 
up high. All right, how many 
here were ever sick and died! 
Let us see your hands! Then it 
is evidently the will of God tod 
heal the sick. The Bible gives 
blessed encouragement about 
prayer for healing. 

“Brother Rice, were not the 
healings in the Bible to prove the - 
deity of Christ?” you ask. N6, 
they were not. The Bible plamly 
says that the one thing on which 
the deity of Christ is to be based 
is His resurrection from the dead. 
Jesus said, “There shall no sign 
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‘be given to it, but the sign of the 
prophet Jonas: For as Jonas was 


“three days and three nights in the 


whale’s' belly; so shall the Son 


‘of man be three days and three 


nights in the heart of the earth” 
(Matt. 12:39, 40). The resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ is the proof of 
His deity. 

In Romans Pe read, “And 
declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit 
of holiness, by the resurrection 
from the dead.” The resurrection 
is the proof of Christ's deity. What 
were healings for then? Look at 
“And Jesus went 
forth, and saw a great multitude, 
and was moved with compassion 


Aoward them, and he healed their 


sick”’ He had compassion on them, 
and healed their sick. 

In John 11:33 we find that Jesus 
looked at weeping Mary and 
troubled Martha as they stood 
by the grave of Lazarus, four days 
in the grave, and Jesus wept. He 
knew He was going to raise Laz- 
arus from the dead, but He had 
a tender heart of compassion. 

When Jesus stood by the widow 
of Nain, the Scripture says He 
had compassion on her, stopped 
the funeral procession and raised 
her young son back to life again. 
Jesus has compassion. 

When Jesus came down from 
the Mount of Transfiguration, a 
man who had an afflicted boy, a 
bey devil-possessed with dumb 
spirits which often threw the boy 
in the fire, came to Jesus when 
the disciples couldn’t heal him. 
‘If thou canst do anything, have 
compassion on us and heal him.” 
And Jesus healed him. You know 
Jesus had compassion. 

Some people think Jesus healed 
people then for dispensational 
reasons, but will not heal now. 
Isn’t it strange that want 
some dispensational answer to the 
problem instead of the great lov- 
ing heart of the Saviour? Jesus 
cares for people in trouble. 


The Wonderful Promises of 
the Bible Would Certainly 
Encourage Prayer for 
the Sick 


No wonder we pray for the 
sick. If sickness were not even 
mentioned in the Bible, how many 
times we are taught to ask for 
what we need. 

“What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have 
them” (Mark 11:24). If you desire 
healing, then it is included here. 
Again, “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee” (Ps. 55:22). 

How many times the Bible 
“Be careful for nothing; 
but in every thing by prayer and 
supplication with ‘thanksgiving 
let your requests be made known 
unto God” (Phil 4:6). 

You see, if the Bible never men- 
tioned sickness, yet it says enough 
about praying in trouble, about 
praying for all you need and pray- 
ing for what you want, that any- 
body who believes the Bible would 
be encouraged to pray. Yes, pray 
for the sick. 

Notice,. then, that we are to 
pray as indjviduals. ‘Is any among 
you afflicted? let him pray.” That 
is, the first thing to do is to 
pray. Pray for yourself, pray for 
your family, 

It would be a mighty good thing 
if before you ever called a doctor 
or before you ever take the 
medicine that you call on God 
and ask for wisdom and guidance. 
That is the normal, proper thing. 
We are not only invited but com- 
manded. A Christian is to pray 
when in trouble, pray when he 
is sick. : 

When Jessie, who sang sweetly 
this morning with Joanna, was 
a little girl we were down at my 
sister’s for Christmas. Christmas- 
time down south they shoot fire- 
crackers, and we had a_ bunch 
of little firecrackers for the chil- 
dren. They would set the fire- 
cracker to a coal of fire, then 
throw the little firecracker. Jessie 
held one too long, only a tiny 
little firecracker but it went off 
and hurt her hand. She came 
running and crying to me and 
said, “Daddy, pray! Daddy, pray!” 
I kissed her finger and prayed, 
and:she said, “It is well, Daddy! 
It is well.” | : 

The proper, normal thing -for 


people in trouble is to pray. That | 


is right. 


And the Lord doesn’ t say that in 
vain. He says because He knows 
all your cares and it His 
heart and He has a loving.compas- 
sion for people in trouble. 


I feel that ds a sad thing for 
a preacher when his message is all 
skeleton and no meat, when it is 
all outline and no blessed heart 
moving, when it is all theological 
and nothing of compassion and» 
love. You will never . understand 
God on the matter of healing until 
you are in trouble and because 
you are in trouble. Maybe you will 
see your own baby, your own 
child sick or somebody else very 
dear to you and you can’t do 
anything but pray—then you will 
know how God feels about people 
in trouble. Oh, the compassion 
of the Lord! 


So you are to pray for yourself, 
pray for your family. 


Thank God, He Has Healed 
My Own in Answer 
to Prayer 


I am not talking about some- 
thing I don’t know about. I am 
not giving just theory. I remember 
how I prayed when F was fifteen, 
after the doctor had said my dad 
wouldn’t live till morning. Ger- 
trude prayed too, and my step- 
mother, and how the next morn- 
ing Dad got up and said, “I want 
my pants!” For the first time 
in days he was conscious. He 
dressed, then he rested a little 
bit, but the sickness was over. 
The doctor had said he couldn't 
live till morning. 


We prayed when Grace had 
diphtheria and a fever of 105. The 
house was quarantined and Mrs. 
Rice and I knelt by the bed and 
prayed. I prayed and she prayed; 
I prayed and she prayed; I prayed 
and she prayed. I finally said, “I 
believe God heard.” 


That day the fever left and the 
next day when the nurse came 
for tests she said, “This child 
doesn’t have diphtheria.” 

I said, “I know she doesn’t, but 
she did have yesterday.” 

Thank God, not once but many 
times I have seen God miraculous- 
ly, wonderfully heal the sick. I 
don’t say it is always the will 
of God, but I say we sin when 
we do not give God a chance in 
loving compassion to do what He 
wants to do and what He often 
would be honored in doing, in 
healing people who are sick. “Is 
any among you afflicted? let him 
pray” (James 5:13). 


Those in Your Own Church 
Should Pray for Their Sick, 
Not Strangers 


Then we ought to take an in- 
terest in the sick in our churches. 
I do not believe in a public heal- 
ing service. I think there is often 
a great deal of fraud in them. I 
think it breaks down lots of peo- 
ple’s faith. A lot of people then 
will mock over what seems to be 
an obvjous fraud. The public heal- 
ing service usually mixes up sound 
doctrine and doesn’t do people 
good. I do not believe in what is 
the customary healing service, but 
I think it is right to call for your 
pastor and call for the friends 
to pray. 

Somebody writes me and says, 
“Brother Rice, I see that you have 
faith and so I want you to pray 
the prayer of faith for So and So.” 
They read my book on Prayer. 
And I have to write back and 
say, “I didn’t write the book to 
show how much a man of faith I 
am. I was showing how God wants 
to answer prayer.” Faith is not 
something that you have arbitrai- 
ly, where you can just give the 
orders and God has to do it wheth- 
er it is right or not. God gives 
faith in answer to prayer and in 
answer to reliance on His Word, 
when it is the will of God. But 
we ought to pray more especially 
for those we know and love. 

I hardly know how to pray 
for people I don’t know. Many 
people write and say, “Will you 
pray for my son who is sick?” 
I ask God to do whatever He 
thinks best because I do not know 
what is His will; I don’t know the 
case, I have no evidence on which 
I can base my prayers except to 
ask God in His mercy to do what 
is right and good. But about our 
own loved ones that I know I can 
pray, “God, do this and work out 
what is Your will.” And I can 
help then to find the will of God 
and get the blessing God means by 
the sickness as well to help them 
to trust the Lord for healing. We

What about the anainting with 
oi? Oil is only a symbol, but is 
still all right. I Have often used 
oil. However, I have always ex- 
plained, because other people use 
it with the claim for themselves 
of some power or some gift that 
I do not claim. I say this: at 
best the-oil-is simply the symbol 
of the Holy /Spirit who lives “in 
the body of a Christian. He can 
heal and if it is His will, He 
will. And to help our faith some- 
times it is wise to do simply 
what God 'says—to anoint with 
oil. But it is the prayer of faith, 
not the oil, which heals. It is 
not oil as a medicine; it is only a 
help to faith. But the prayer of 
faith shall heal the sick. 


Don’t misunderstand. 


If God 


faith. God never gives faith to do 
wrong. You never find a case in 
the“Bible where anybody had faith 
to get a thing that is against the 
will of God. You might have got- 
ten it by some shenanigan but God 
didn’t give it in answer to the 
prayer of faith when it was against 
the will of God. So faith is a 
gift of God, and one who wants 
the blessing of God in healing 
should take his burden to the 
Lord and ask God to show him 
and help him find faith for what 
is the will of God. 

And if God shows, either by 
His Word or by some sweet lead- 
ing of the Spirit of God that you 
know is the will of God and you 
know God will be honored and 
pleased, then go ahead and pray 
and insist on it because if God 
gives the faith, God will give the 
healing. If God does not’ give faith, 
don’t fight God. Don’t try to get 
things against the will of God, 
but ask God in loving mercy to 
have compassion and help you 
trust Him. And if He encourages 
you to pray, then be bold in your 
praying. But faith comes from 
God. “And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick” (James 5:15). 
And we are encouraged that in 
many cases God would give faith 
if we waited on Him and in many 
cases the difficulty would be re- 
moved if we prayed. “And the 
prayer of faith shall save the 
sick.” 


To Pray for Healing When 
God Gives Faith for Healing 
Honors God 


Notice also here that God is 
greatly honored in healing. I am 
thinking this morning about my 
own ministry. In recent years I 
have not been active principally 
in the pastorate. This church is 
a new church, and I am not much 
of a pastor. I am not here very 
much. But how I thank God for 
all the remarkable, amazing heal- 
ings in answer to prayer in other 
years. Oh, how could I be faithful, 
how could I stand fast and know 
I am right when the world turns 
against me and people think I 
am a nut and a crank and a 
Pharisee, cantankerous and jeal- 
ous—I am only using some of the 
terms so widely published about 
me—if God did not answer? I 
thank God I -have found there is 
a living God who reaches out His 
hands and does what men cannot 
do and miraculously touches. Not 
only by heresay, not only in the 
Bible, but in my home and with 
people upon whose heads I put 
my hands and pray, God has mi- 
raculously worked and so I know 
there is a living God. 

And so God is often honored 
when we trust Him. Some people 
will never be the same after God 
wonderfully reaches 
does for them what the doctor 
said couldn’t be done and what 
there wasn’t any human ‘possibil- 
ity of. God is wonderfully honored 
when we let Him answer prayer 
in anything, and often in the heal- 
ing of the body. It is a good way 
for God to show His power. 

Is anybody in trouble? Prayr 
Any afflicted? Let him pray. If 
you need help, call the elders 
of the church! Yes, and pray. 

And then there is more than 
that. He said, “Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray 
one for another” (James 5:16). 
When we often pray it ought to 
be a daily matter: “Lord, bless 
So and So who is sick. Lord, 
work Your plan in their lives. If 
there is something to teach them, 
Lord, teach them. If there is some

reproof necessary, O Lord, show 
them what it is. But, Lord, heal.” 
We ought to regularly pray for 
our loved ones and pray for our 
friends. “Confess your faults one 
to another, and pray one for an-

(James 5:16). 


Healing Often Waits on Con- 
fessing and Forsaking of Sin 


More than that, sin and confes- 
sion of sin enter into the heal- 
ing picture. The Scripture says 
here, “Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for an- 
other.” Confess your faults. Do 


you want healing? So often sin is 


the reason for sickness. That is 
what the Lord plainly says in I 
Corinthians 11:30, “For this cause 
many are weak and sickly among 


you, and many -sleep’’—because of | 


sin in the church, getting drunk 
at the Lord’s Supper, and division 
and strife and putting up with a 
man living in adultery with his 
stepmother, A good many had al- 
ready died. “For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged” (I Cor, 11:31). 

How are you going to judge 
yourself? Pass on your sins. You 
say, “That is sin; I am going to 
brand it that. I will call God’s 
attention to 
am on His side. He is against 
sin and I am, too. I will judge 
myself.” “But when we are judged, 
we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we should not be condemned 
with the world” (I Cor. 11:32). 

God can’t let sin get by and 
God can’t let a child of God go 
to Hell. What is He going to do? 
Chasten him here and now! Every 


son whom He _ receiveth He 
chasteneth. If you are not chasten- 
ed then you are not like sons, 
but like bastards, and the Father 
takes no responsibility for you 
(Heb. 12:6-8). If God can't let) 
you go to Hell and He can't 
Jet sin get by, then God must 
chasten a child who doesn’t judge 
his own. sins. Wherefore, my 
brethren, judge yourselves. “For 
this cause many are weak and 
sickly.” 

Back .in James the Scripture 


says, “Let him call for the elders 
of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of.the Lord: and 
the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him 


up; and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him” (vss. 
14, 15). 


If anybody here goes to pray 
for the sick, be sure to pray on 
the sin question. 

In Fort Worth, ‘Texas, I was 
asked to see_a woman dying with 
T.B. She had been two years in 
Curryville, at the state T. B. sani- 
torium ‘and given up to die.. Her 
husband had already sold the home 
‘on the provision that it could be 
occupied as soon as his wife died. 
The two boys had already been 
given away to kinfolks with the 
understanding that they would 
come as soon as the wife died. The 
doctors had said, ‘““Would you rath- 
er die here in the T. B. sanatorium 
or go home to die with your hus- 
band and boys?” She said, “I 
would rather go home.” So they 
sent her home to die. 

But God sent me to her home 
to pray. I said, “If I pray for you, 
will you search your heart and if 
there is any sin that God calls to 
mind, confess it and forsake it?” 

She could only whisper, “Yes, I 
will.” we 

“If He heals you, will you tell 
it to the glory of God?” 

“Yes, I will.” 

I put my hand upon her head 
and prayed and put on olive oil as 
a sign to increase our faith, as 
an expression of faith. Then I 
went away. God wonderfully 
raised her up. In two weeks she 
was up and then when I saw 
her again she had -gained forty 
pounds and was doing ‘all. her 
housework. . 3 

I saw her four years later, per- 
fectly well. Twenty years later I 
had a letter from her. She is a 
buyer still in a department store 
in Greenville, Texas. This summer 
a woman came to see me when I 
was in Fort Worth and said, ““That 
woman and I made a trip this 
summer to see her two sons and 
sh2 is still well,~with no return 
of T. B. She has had good health.” 

She had said, ‘If God shows 
me any sin,-I will confess it and 
forsake it.” So a Christian ought 


it and tell God I, 


to feel about sickness. And when 
you go to pray about sick people, 
pray that God will show what is 
wrong. So often sickness is be- 
cause of sin. 

Dr. Charles Blanchard, the sec- 
ond president of Wheaton College, 
in hig book, Getting Things From 
God, said that once his wife, 
a medical doctor, was sick. It was 
a lingering illness. They almost 
despaired of her life. They didn’t 
know what to do. Finally as he 
searched his heart Dr. Blanchard 
found a certain thing about which 
he had sinned. I do not know 
what it. was—a certain matter 
about which he had had a wrong 
attitude. Perhaps it was toward 
his wife, I don’t know. At any 
rate, heart-broken he knelt before 
God and confessed and renounced 
that sin; then when he prayed 
for his wifé God seemed to wel- 
come him and immediately his wife 
was better and soon recovered. 
The doctors didn’t know how it 
could have been. I am just saying 
that sin confessed and forsaken 
makes it so God can do what He 
wants to do about healing of the 
sick. 

All right then, let us confess our 
sins one to another and pray for 
one for another that we may 
be healed. 


| Persistence in Prayer Honors 
God, Expresses Faith 


I know’ old age comes on; I 


‘ 


know that certain infirmities are 
the lot of mankind; I know it isn’t 
always Ged’s will to heal the sick, 
but most Christians could live a 
happy, joyful life of daily help for 
what we need, not only in money, 
bin groceries, in_ buildings, -in 
friends; not only in the spiritual 
matters of the Lord’s work and 
spiritual prosperity, but in our 
health, with a constant sense of 
God’s care. Don’t you know that 
the Lord Jesus, who looks on a 
sparrow and has compassion, cares 
for you? Don’t you know the Lord 
Jesus, who has a record of every 
hair of your head and has them 
all counted and a card index kept 
in Heaven, cares enough to know 
whether you are sick ‘and whether 
you are well, and that He wants 
to help? 

I beseech you, my people, learn 
to call on the Lord in trouble, 
in affliction, in sickness, and pray. 

Now He said, “Elias was a man 
subject to like passions as we are, 
and he prayed earnestly that it 
might not rain: and it rained not 
on the earth by the space of three 
years and six months. And he 
prayed again, and the heaven gave 
rain” (James 5:17, 18). Elijah is 


a model in this case for per- 
sistence in prayer. 
God specially teaches _ per- 


sistence in prayer about healing 
the sick, too. The widow where 
Elijah stayed at Zarephath had 


a boy who died. He took him 


up into the loft, put him on his 
bed, prayed for him and held 
on and would not let God go until 
God healed him (I Kings 17:17- 
24). James 5:17 says he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain. 
And he just “prayed again’ and 
it rained. He prayed again—but 
that simple statement means 
seven times and sent his servant 
to see if there were any clouds. 
No, not a cloud. After a while his 
servant came back and said there 
was a cloud the size of a man’s 
hand. Elijah said, “Go tell Ahab 
to get started. There is going to 
be a muddy road.” And he ran 
before him. But he prayed then 
seven times. But before, we are 
told that he prayed earnestly. Oh, 
how “much |. harder -he prayed 
before, than the sevenfold pleading 
for rain! 

Oh, the compassion, the plead- 
ing, the prevailing in prayer! So 
if there is any sick, keep on pray- 
ing. I don’t mean to pray against 
the will of God. If God shows you 
the thorn in the flesh is good, quit 
fighting God “and rejoice in your 
infirmity, as did Paul. But if God 
encourages you to pray, then pray 
boldly. “And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise him up; and if he have 
committed sins, they shall be for- 
given him.” I trust God will speak 
to our hearts and help us today 
to learn to pray. 


Let us bow just a moment. I 


wonder how many bere have 
some burden on your hgart. Maybe 
it is your own bodily ealth. May- 
be it is your children’s health. 
Maybe it is somebody dear to you. 
All right, let us pray. 

But that isn’t all. There are 
other things more important than 
health. Maybe a lost loved one. 
Oh, “the effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much’”’ 
(James 5:16). Confess your sins 
and clean them out of the way, 
then pray. 

How man have among their 
loved ones some bodily ailment 
about which you want to pray? 
Let’s see your hand. 

How many have something 
maybe worse than_a bodily ail- 
ment? A loved one unsaved or 
a home divided or some great 
need? Now what are you going 
to do? Pray to a God of compas- 
sion! Call on the Saviour who 
wept at the grave of Lazarus and 
who had compassion on the multi- 
tude and healed their sick! Call 
on Him! 

(Prayer: Our Heavenly Father, 
come speak to our hearts in power 
today and teach Thy people to 
pray. Is any afflicted? Let him 
pray. Oh, teach us, dear Lord, to 
come in boldness, surrendered to 
the will of God but insistent and 
prevailing in prayer. For Jesus’ 
sake. Amen.)
